Opportunities for wealthy women to
establish a flourishing business are plentiful.
Banks, newspapers, dry goods stores, milii-
ey stores, canedy stores, and in fact nearly
all kinds of Dusiness can be splendiily econ-
Auetsd by women,  1tich men boy an interest
for their sois in some establishiuent, or else
furnish the eapital for some independent in-
vestment, but they never think of deing the
sawe serviee for their danghters, partly be-
cause they hold the ancient and weak idea
that wowen haven't the brain for Lasiness:
partly becanse they wang them o marry,
and portly beeause they will not spad as
much mozey upon a daughter as they will
upon a son. They give the sons foold, shelter
and clothing before they establish them in
Lusiness, mel give them money besides, and
the seas do nothing at home,

WOMEN FOLLOWING VOCATIONS FIT
ONLY FOR THE STRONGEST MEN.

Tork In the Mines of FrancoeIlcnvy
Physical Labor in Amstriz = Stous
“Daughters of tho Plow" = Factory
Bystem of Germany.

T hether it be the cxistenco of enormeus
standing armies, tho havoe of centuries of
war, the absence of practical edueational fa-
cilities, or the lowness cf laborers' wagee, that
compels g0 many women on tho continent of
Eurcps to seek to gain a living in cccupations
which we deem fit only for the strongest and
rudest of men, certain it is that omo of tke
commonest and, to American eyes, tho
strangest sights there {s the number of women
engaged in agricultural and other severs
manual labor. In France women are still oc-
cupied in the miues, drigging or pusbing the
lieavy trucks of coals through the narrow
tnnuels that run from  the scams to the shafb.
Of eourse, in such work they adopt the ordi-
nary costume of working miners, and at the
first glance are not to be distinguished from
the men, by whose sile they ave working,

Home of the entries in the French census na
to the laboring popu'ation are strange cnough
In Paris there are ¢ fennle boatbuilders and
245 “wheelwrights, farriers and saddlers,” 8
sawycers, 46 carpenters and Jjoiners, 8 masons
end 1 plumber, It is, however, in Awustrin
that we find tho gre test proportion of women
engnged in heavy physieal labor, not merely
in agriculture or the mines, but in paving or
cleauing the streets, or in carrying hugoe trays
of mortar or lods of bricksup to the work-
men on the scaffolding of buildings in the
geourse of ercction. Thess women do mnot
seem to complain of their lot; they have been
bred up to hard work from their infancy, and
are used to nothing better; their lanzuage
andl manners are as coarse A8 those of the
male lnborers, whom in fizure they resemble
—Dbizh chested, brond shouldered, no trace of
a waist, and possessed of great strength, To
such stout “daughters of the plow” it is an
easy task to wheel a street sprinkler or pull
about « band cart laden with milk, as may
be seen any day in Antwerp, where the milk
woman, with Ler neat white cap and kerchief
aiud her assistant dog, is o striking picture.

WORKERS IN THE MINEY,

In Prussia about 6,000 women are workers
in mines, quarries, and foundries, and aboui
2,000 are classificd as “drivers, postilions, and
railway laborers,” and about 1,000 as “ship's
crews, sailors, boatmen and ferrymen”; in
this last category will come women employed
in towing canal boats. It has been asked,
why do not women adopt callings more
adapted to feminine hands? The reason seems
to be the industrial condition of a great part
of the European continent, which affords to
themin no better means of earning a living,
and the fact that these occupations which
are so utterly unfeminine, are just those in
which unskilled labor ean ba employel.
